SENATE 
BILL 


A bill, S. 1015, has been 
introduced in the Senate to 
amend the Communications 
Act by granting FCC additional 
authority to control radiofre- 
quency interference from non- 
communications devices, At 
the moment the Commission 
is empowered only to regulate 
the use of such devices after 
they cause interference. S. 
1015 would authorize FCC to 
solve the problem at the log- 
ical point of manufacture, If 
the bill is adopted, the Com- 
mission would move to pre- 
scribe technical standards for 
manufacture, sale, import, 
etc. First attention would pro- 


rently presenting serious pro- 
blems, such as_ industrial 
heaters, garage door elec- 
tronic controls and low power 
walkie-talkies, 

Senator Pastore included a 
hearing on this bill at a meet- 
ing of his Subcommittee on 
Communications of the Senate 
Commerce Committee. Gen- 
eral Counsel Booth appeared 
for the League, Particularly 
in view of your expressed in- 
terest in the general problem 
of r. f. ii Empahasis is on 
broad-band devices such as 
power lines and vacuum clean- 
ers, whereas the initial FCC 
objective was more inthe area 
of single-frequency or narrow

THE JUNK BOX 


This month’s idea was given to us by Vance Murr, W4FWI,. 
The gadget shown in the accompanying schematic is a cheap 
and dirty way to check transformers without danger of los- 


ing fuses. 


L-l1 is a standard 100-150 watt lamp, R-lisa 


high-wattage 5-ohm resistor, S-1 is a DPDT toggle switch, 
SO-1 is a standard AC receptacle, and J-1 and J-2 are ba- 
nana jacks. In operation, the transformer secondary circuits 
are disconnected from the windings, both high-voltage and 
filament, and the transformer primary is plugged into SO-l. 
S-1 places either L-l or R-1 in series with the primary and 
the AC line, If any of the transformer windings are shorted, 


L-1 will glow when switched into the circuit. The brilliance 


of the lamp should be low when most transformers are 
operating properly, but may vary from transformer to trans- 
former. If a large transformer is tested, a higher-wattage 


bulb might be in order for L-l. 


When R-1 is thrown into the circuit, approximate primary 
current can be obtained by measuring the voltage drop 
across it with an AC voltmeter across J-l and J-2. Current 


is computed by the simple I 


E/R relationship of Ohm’s 


Law. Five ohms is a nominal value for R-1, and its wattage 


is computed by P 


I squared X R, where I is the maximum 


current expected to be measured with the unit. Other values 
may be used, compensating for voltage drop and wattage 
changes according to the formulas. A low-wattage (10 watts 
or below) resistor might be practi al if the xfmr is first 


checked for excess current with L-1l. 


The entire unit can be built in a minibox and makes a 


useful addition to any shack,

Most of the against 
seems:to be against the discrim- 
ination that is against the general 
by requiring him to pass a 16 wpm 
test. No one: seems to object to 
the harder exam but most feel 
that technical competence should 
not be tied to a higher code test 
in connection with phone opera- 
ticn. 

As for me, I object to the dis- 
crimination against the Advanced 
Class of license because when I 
took the Class A exam, I had to 
pass an up-graded test then. Since 
there are about 40,000 Advanced 
Class Hams, I think they have 
been discriminated against and 
they are the only ones who are go- 
ing to lose something. Per- 
sonally, I don’t give a hoot 
because when I get around to it, 
I will come down and get my xtra 
lst, I just don’t like what they 
are doing. 

One other point I think strongly 
about is that if the FCC is really 
concerned with improving the

It’s A Fact 


Regarding SWR and feed line 
loss, these two factors can 
cause an attenuation of your 
output the combination of 
which will startle you. As 
an example...Using RG 58/U 
at 14 Mc, the line being 100 
feet long from transmitter to 
antenna, with a shown SWR 
of 2,5 to 1, assuming a trans- 
mitter output of 100 watts, the 
actual number of watts seen 
at the antenna feed point is 
down to about 24watts...Using 
the same example but witha 
SWR of 1,5 to 1, the actual 
power to the antenna feed point 
is down to 43 watts...So it 
is easy to see that careful 
antenna tuning and coax sel- 
ection will net you a greater

His Signal Or 
Your Ignorance 


I overheard a conversation 
the other day. The fellow was 
complaining about the poor 
quality of a couple of side- 
band signals on his AM re- 
ceiver. I was listening tothe 
same signals and that 
prompted this blurp. 

Too many people think that 
whenever they hear a poor 
signal on their receiver itis 
the fault of the incoming 
signal, There is one thing 
most of us overlook, There 
is a detection method for 
each system of modulation 
that works best, It may work 
on other types of modulation 
but it does a satisfcctory job 
on only one (you experts, shut 
up -=- you didn’t learn about 
Bessel functions in your first 
calculus lesson). 

Time after time, you hear 
someone with an AM re- 
ceiver trying to tell a SSB 
station about his broad 
Signal. You hear the SSB man 
whose pass band has shifted 
complaining about QRM from 
an adjacent AM station, And 
then along comes Mr. Diddle 
de Dump on CW who does not 
agree with either. 

It adds up to one thing. We 
don’t know how to operate our 
receivers and we do not 
understand why we are hear- 
ing noises from some of 
these modes that we thinkwe 
should not hear, 

We would be a bit upset if 
someone called us ignorant 
and stupid but that is it. We 
are ignorant of the facts and 
stupid because we handed out 
a nice chunk of change and 
did not bother to follow up on 
how to operate this expensive 
gear, 

Do you really want to help 
advance yourself and ama- 
teur radio? Then scout 
around for someone who 
knows modern receiver 
techniques and have your 
local club schedule him for 
a session or two. Me, heck 
no, I just try to leave the 
impression I know all about

If you will remember it took a considerable 
period of time before SSB came into more or less 
general use in anything besides DX and rag-chew- 
ing. At this time however, it is difficult to ignore 
the fact that in every phone activity the use of SSB is predomi- 
nent, especially in the handline of traffic and in emergency 
communication, one and the same thing incidently. 


Now let’s consider RTTY and it’s ‘“‘rate of change.’’ 
Is it my imagination or is RTTY seemingly dragging it’s 
collective feet in following the path of every change in 
mode, This will be tough for me to do but I will try to in- 
ventory accomplishments relating to the above. I Say it 
will be tough to do because the only way that I can get any 
information as SCM is to personally subscribe to the only 
information publication available in this section, I have no 
other source (regular) of progress information unless, per- 
haps, I come up with a specific question (s) as they occur 
to me and I have such a little background of information on 
this subject that it is even hard to come up with an intelli- 
gent question. So, the questions I will ask below are perhaps 
already answered but I am certain that the vast majority of 
hamdom in this section, including myself are lacking know- 
ledge of the operational achievments of this mode. Enough 
of this mild griping. 

Q- Are there any organized emergency RTTY nets in 
EFLA and, if so, do they operate under the Florida 
Emergency Plan? Whenand where dothese nets meet, 

Q- Are there any organized traffic RTTY nets in this 
section? 

Q- Are the operating hams of these stations ready to 
accept the additional reponsibility of. organized effort 
in the direction of ‘‘in the public interest’’ or must 
there be a longer period of (1) experimentation; 
(2) DXing; and (3) rag-chewing, before we can ex- 
pect participation in organized operational activities 
as presently engaged in by CW and PHONE. 

To avoid misunderstanding by those RTTYers that read 
this, I am not trying to be facetious or sarcastic, I am trying 
to show that I am definitely interested in seeing this most 
desirable mode put to somewhat better service in the emer- 
gency traffic fields. I am mosteager to be kept informed re- 
garding this mode of operation. Everyone cannot, at this 
time, become the proud owners and operators of RTTY 
stations and I am, unfortunately, one of these but Iam 
working on it. Meanwhile is it now possible for this office 
to receive regularly, from someone in the know, what is 
being accomplished without the necessity of becoming a 
regular member of the Society especially while still unable 
to become an ‘‘on the air’’ participant? 

This office welcomes ANY information from ANY and/or 
ALL RTTYers in this section, There is an appointment, 
Official Relay Station (ORS) that is available to_those 
qualified.
